one of the largest coal mine 
owners shut off credit at com- 
pany stores. 


United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, t h r o u g h its subidiary 
Union Supply Co., today told 
the miners in effect: No work 
— n o credit. 
A U. 8. Steel spokesman explained: 
"Since July, bills have gone be- 
yond what would be good business 
practice. We've helped the miners 
over the hump many times, not only 
during strikes, bm we've reached 
point where we can't go any further 
with it."

Union supply operates about 100 
•tores throughout the country. They 
nalnly serve employes of H. C. Frlck 
Soke company, U. S. Steel's oo&l 
producing subsidiary. 


The miners who stayed away from 
the pits today did so despite John 
L. Lewis' suggestion — traditionally 
an order—that they dig coal. 


Lewis sent a telegram to district 
tJMW chiefs last week following a 
"spontaneous" walkout of some 69,- 
000 U1IW members. The wire asked 
that the leaders transmit to idle 
members "my suggestion that they 
resume production next Monday." 


Restless miners rallying behind a 
"we want a contract" slogan cut 
heavily Into already depleted coal 
reserves.

Truman To Speak In 
Fight For 'Fair Deal' 


Washington, Jan. 16— (JP) —The 
ihouse un-American activities com- 
'mittee decided today to question for- 
jmer Vice-President Henry A. Wall- 
; ace and Iieut. Gen. Leslie R. Groves 
late this month in its investigation 
of reported wartime uranium ship- 
ments to Russia. 


The committee's decision was made 
known by Rep. Nixon (R-Calif). 


Washington, Jan. 16 —OP)— Presi- 
dent Truman may make a public 
statement this week in an effort to 
ward off a death blow to his fair 
deal program in congress, it was re- 
ported today. 


Mr. Truman, "considerably dis- 
turbed" by a southern democratic- 
republican coalition coup to seize 
control in the House, was said to 
have called on his legislative chief- 
tains to fight the move vigorously.

Springfield, 111, Jan. 16—(JP)—Nine 
candidates for statewide offices filed 
nominating petitions today as the 
April 11 Illinois primary campaign 
officially began. 


UB. Senator Scott W. Lucas, Dem- 
ocrat, and ex-congressman Everetf 
M. Dirksen of Pckin, Republican, 
submitted petitions for their party's 
senatorial nomination. 
Both are 
uncontested to date. 


Hundreds of petitions for congres- 
sional, legislative and other district 
offices also were presented on -the 
first day for entering the primary. 
The filing period extends through 
next Monday. 


Besides Lucas, three other candi- 
dates on the Democratic organiza- 
tion state slate filed petitions. They 
were Michael J. Howlett, Jr., of Chi- 
cago, for state treasurer; Ora Smith. ¡onc* 
incumbent state treasurer, for State 
Supreme Court clerk, and Clarence 
Hobart Engle of Chicago and Cuba, 
111., for state school superintendent. 


Vernon L. Nickell, running for a 
third term as state school chief, 
filed his Republican 
nominating 
papers. 


Three GOP aspirants entered the 
race for state treasurer, which is ex- 
pected to be the hottest fight on the 
primary ballot. The field may num- 
ber at least six before the filing 
deadline.

Washington.

National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics said today "it is logical 
to assume" Russia is working hard 
to develop super-speed warplanes to 
deliver atomic weapons. 


The committee reported American 
gains In "the continuing race for air 
leadership." and called for efforts 
"to consolidate these gains and to 
push forward." 


The NACA. the government's chief 
agency for basic aviation research, 
made the statement in its 35th an- 
nual report to Congress. 


Russia was Identified by reference 
to "another nation" that apparently 
has produced an atomic explosion. 
The only such country is Russia. 


After mentioning the atomic ex- 
plosion in Russia, the report said: 


"It Is logical to assume that an In- 
tensive effort Is being made to de- 
velop a means for transporting 
atomic weapons with as high a de-j 
gree of effectiveness as possible and ] 
at the same time to provide defense j 
against Invading aircraft armed with 
atomic weapons.

Mahanoy City, Pa., Jan. 16—<;P)— 
Inch by inch, weary rescue workers 
dug deeper into the jumbled debris 
of an anthracite mine today clinging 
to a fading hope of finding, still 
alive, a 25-year-old miner buried in 
a cavein Friday. 


Chances of Edward Burda's survi- 
val 120 feet underground are one in 
a hundred, veteran miners admit.

Krupp, Wartime 
Owner Of German 
Arms Plant, Dies 


Essen, Germany, Jan. 16—(£>)—'The 
newspaper Essener Tageblatt said to- 
night that Gustav Krupp von Bohlen 
und Halbach, 79, wartime owner of 
the giant Krupp armament works, 
had died in Salzburg, Austria. 


Krupp had been paralyzed since 
the end of the war. He was excused 
from facing a war crimes tribunal 
because of ill health. 


The newspaper said it learned of 
his death from his family. The news- 
paper Die Welt also said that Krupp 
had died. 


He is survived by his widow. Ber- 
tha. "Bib Bertha." the famous long- 
range cannon that bombarded Paris 
in World War I was named for her. 


The aged munitions king was born 
Gustav Halbach in The Hague, The 
Netherlands, where his father was in 
the diplomatic service. - 


Both his father and mother were 
born "in 
Philadelphia, 
Pa. 
His 
mother's father, Henry Bohlen, was 
a general in the Union army during 
the American civil war and was kill- 
ed in the battle of Rappahannock. 


Gustav served with the German 
embassy In Washington and then 
was transferred to Rome where he 
met Bertha Krün), heiress to the 
immense 
steel 
and 
ammunitions 
works in the Ruhr. 


They were married in 1906 at a 
ceremony attended by Kaiser Wil- 
helm n who gave Halbach the right 
to bear the name Krupp von Bohlen 
und Halbach as a tribute to the 
Krupp family which was largely re- 
sponsible for the growth of German 
military power. 


Richard Eichenlaub, 45, former New 
York restaurant owner and Otto A 
Willumeit, 45, a one time leader in 
the German-American bund. Both 
are German born, former naturalized 
citizens. 


2. Denied admission to Mrs. Ellen 
Knauff, 33, German-born war bride 
of a U-S. veteran merely by ruling 
that "she would be a hazard to in- 
ternal security."

He and four others, includ- 
ing Bund Leader Gerhard Wilhelm 
Kunz, were accused of plotting to 
give military secrets to Germany and 
Japan in the hope of defeating Rus- 
sia. Willumeit pleaded guilty in 1942. 


Willumeit, once publisher of a 
bund Journal, came here from Ger- 
many in 1925 and was naturalized in 
1931. His naturalization was revoked 
in 1944 on grounds of fraud in ob- 
taining it, 


In 1946 he was ordered out of the 
country as a dangerous enemy alien.

It is called vibrio infection. It 
causes a premature calf rate loss of 
from 5 to 12 per cent a year in some 
herds. Sheep also are susceptible. 


The infection cannot be detected 
when the animals are suffering from 
brucellosis, a disease widely respon- 
sible for cows losing their calves. 
However, when brucellosis has been 
eradicated in a herä and calf losses 
still occur, vibrio infection some- 
times has been the cause.

Quincy. 111., Jan. 16—(JP)—A spec- 
tacular fire fanned by a strong wind 
and fed by exploding gasoline tanks 
destroyed a three-story brick ware- 
house tonight. 


Three firemen were hurt, none 
seriously, fighting the blaze in the 
Tony Vidas Transfer and Storage 
company. 


Vidas said the loss amounted to 
"several hundred thousand dolMurs." 
Cause of the fire is not known. 


Eleven transfer trucks were des- 
troyed in the fire. Their exploding 
tanks threw gasoline around the 
blazing interior of the building. 


The wooden interior soon was des- 
troyed and parts of the walls and 
root collapsed. All fire apparatus in 
the city, including the tri-township 
fire engine, was used in battling the 
blaze. The tri-township engine pre- 
viously had been used wily for fight- 
ing fires in rural areas. 


Vidas said the building contained 
a quantity of furniture, $70.000 worth 
of farm machinery, four Hammond 
organs and stored soy bean meal.

Rains in the Wabash river water- 
shed which reached 1.26 inches at 
Indianapolis brought a new rise In 
the swollen stream. The weather 
bureau predicted a crest of 281 to 
29 feet by PViday at Vincennes, Ind. 
The town's flood wall top is level 
with the 29-foot stage.

As the cold front passed Atlanta 
the temperature dropped 15 degrees 
—from 63 at 6:30 ajn. to 48 at noon. 
Drops of 20 degrees or more were 
reported in the Carolinas, Georgia 
and Alabama. 


Midday temperatures in the sub- 
zero area included -17 at Bemidji 
and International Falls, Minn., and 
-15 at Grand Porks, N. D. 


The Big Storm which last week 
flailed the noifhwest with its worst 
blizzard of the century blew out of 
sight east of Hudson Bay, Canada. 
It showered Houghton, Mich., and 
Keweenaw peninsula with 222 inches 
of snow during a 12-hour period, 
running the winter's total there to 
125 inches.

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PITY THE HELPLESS PEDESTRIAN 


A convertible skidded to a stop at a red light the 
other day in San Antonio,' Texas. It halted smack in the 
pedestrian cross walk. 


A man in work clothes, starting across the street, 
angrily demanded that the woman driver back up. There 
was room for her to do that, but her only response was: 
"Mind your own business." 


Whereupon the infuriated pedestrian stepped onto 
the convertible's running board, next to its fender, then 
to the hood, and so down the other side. His heavy-soled 
shoes ground big dents into the hood and fenders. As the 
woman stared open-mouthed, he strolled nonchalantly off. 


We don't like to condone wilful property damage, 
but we confess to a grudging admiration for this pedes- 
trian's defiant assertion of his rights. In many of our cities 
today, the man on foot is a forlorn orphan. Too often he 
seems sadly neglected even in those communities whose 
traffic laws are designed to favor him. 


Big towns like New York and Chicago are particu- 
larly thoughtless of him. Stepping off a curb in their down- 
town areas means plunging into a man-trap of lumbering 
trucks and whizzing cars, buses and taxis. Obviously, the 
pedestrian's presence on the street is hotly resented. 


Even having the "advantage" of the red light is of 
little real help in crossing a street. Cars making right or 
left-hand turns off intersecting streets come lurching 
around the corner, seemingly drawn by a magnet to the 
nearest knot of people-on-foot. 


You can almost hear the triumphant motorist, having 
dispersed a group at one corner, muttering to himself: 
"Okay, set 'em up at the next intersection!" 


There's more than just safety at stake. As anyone 
knows who has ever sprinted for the curb like a scared 
rabbit, the harassed pedestrian feels a little short on hu- 
man dignity at that moment. 


Until cities begin putting stiff limits on this wildly 
irresponsible game of pedestrian chasing, they can hardly 
claim to be the guardians either of safety or elemental 
human dignity.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Attacks Of Gout 
Often Are Result 
Of Heavy Eating

There are few things more pain 
ful than attack of acute gout. Then 
it is typical, lt starts In the middle 
of the night with severe pain at the 
base of one of the big toes. This 
pain is so sharp that it usually 
wakes the victim from a sound sleep. 
People who have had gout have 
descrived the feeling as though the 
joint were being pried apart with a 
red hot poker. 


Gout is almost always a man's dis- 
ease, though lt has been found In 
women. It seems to run to some ex- 
tent in families, though a family his- 
tory of gout cannot always be ob 
talned. It is comparatively rare be- 
fore early middle age. Over-indul- 
gence in food Is likely to bring on 
an attack. 


The particular parts of food which 
appear to cause most of the trouble 
are car.ed purines. Some foods con- 
tain purines in large amounts, es 
pecially sweet breads, liver, kidney, 
squab, and calf's tongue. Others like 
veal, pork, beef, sausage, gravies, 
and several kinds of fish, also have a 
higher purine content than is safe 
for people who are afflicted with 
gout. 
Can Become Acute 


There is a chronic form of the dis- 
order usually called gouty arthritis. 
In gouty arthritis crystal-like sub- 
stances called urates, made of the 
products of purines, are deposited 
in and near the Joints. This stage 
ordinarily is not reached until there 
have been many acute attacks of 
gout over a period of vears. Fortun- 
ately, acute goijt can be greatly im- 
proved by proper supervision and 
improved diet and general living 
conditions. 


Until the last fey years gout was 
thought to be decreasing. Although 
certainly not common, gout is not 
as rare as was formerly believed and 
not much more is known about it 
than 100 years ago.

THE DOCTOR ANSWERS

QUESTION: If one has dropsy, 
:an it return, or is there a special 
diet to prevent recurrence?—B. L. 


ANSWER: Dropsy is not a disease 
but is a condition in which excessive 
fluid accumulates In the tissues, 
most commonly around the ankles 
or inside the abdominal cavity. The 
most common causes are heart fail- 
ure or kidney failure, but severe de- 
ficiencies in the diet and other con- 
ditions ¡can be responsible. Although 
diet is important in some cues, it 
can only be prescribed properly when 
the cause has been determined, and 
careful studies of the dietary needs 
hare been made.

Voluntary versus compulsory health 
care was the title of the address 
which Dr. George L. Drennan deliv- 
ered at the regular meeting of the 
Diocesan Council of Catholic Nurses, 
which took place in the lounge of 
Our Saviour's nurses' home on Sun- 
day afternoon. 


Dr. Drennan was presented to his 
audience by Miss Mary Magner, R.N., 
president of the Jacksonville dean- 
ery, which entertained the Catholic 
nurse group of the diocese of Spring- 
field. 


The speaker pointed out that in 
the field of health, the United States 
has grown from three medical schools 
and very few medical journals to a 
nation with the highest type of me- 
dical care in 1950. 


T h e mortality rate and expected 
longevity are among.the best in the 
world," Dr. Drennan declared. "All 
this has been accomplished on a pri- 
vate enterprise basis," he said. 
$18 Billion Estimated Cost 


After tracing briefly the story of 
¡forms of socialized medicine in other 
countries, the lecturer summarized 
the main points of the current fed- 
eral proposal as follows: "Compul- 
sory health insurance as proposed 
will reach 65,000,000 of the popula- 
tion and will cost 18 billion dollars. 
The peope now spend 7 billion an- 
nually for medical care. 


"The bill as proposed would be 
financed by a 11% tax on incomes 
up to $4,800 and would cover medical, 
nursing, and hospital care. Dental 
care, tuberculosis, nervous and men- 
tal care are excluded." 


"Voluntary health insurance can 
and does accomplish all that com- 
pulsory health insurance does and at 
less cost to the insured," Dr. Dren- 
nan said. 


The speaker called attention to 
the fact that the American Medical 
association has been in existence 
over a hundred years and that its. 
members have never paid dues until 
this year. 


The dues are $25 per year, he ex- 
plained, and are being used to main- 
tain a reserve and to promote public 
relations. 
Association Helpful 


"The American Medical association 
has helped to keep medical practice 
on the high level that is found in 
this country," the lecturer said "It's 
activities in hospital standardization, 
drug and food supervision, 
post- 
graduate training of residents and 
interns, physical medicine, and vol- 
untary health insurance supervision 
have been invaluable to the. Amer- 
ican people," he stated.
